BUYERS, OWNERS AND ARCHITECTS 

The past twenty-five years have seen great advances made both in 
this country and in Europe in the scientific study of city planning, espe- 
cially as applied to the development of property somewhat removed 
from, but readily accessible to, the business centers of large cities. 
Many experts in landscape engineering and architectural design have 
devoted abilities of a high order not only to the questions connected 
with the problem of adding to the material conveniences of suburban 
communities, but also to those questions relating to the amenities of life 
and involving artistic or aesthetic considerations, to. which little atten- 
tion was formerly given by those engaged in work of this character. 
No one, therefore, can now claim a monopoly of the intelligence, skill 
and good taste available in the treatment of this class of property. 

Attention, however, may be called to the fact that The Roland Park 
Company brings to the development of Guilford an experience of more 
than twenty years in handling property of this character. During a 
portion of this time the Company has had the advantage of being under 
a joint management with the Sage Foundation Homes Company, while 
the latter, as a subsidiary corporation of the Russell Sage Foundation, 
was developing Forest Hills Gardens, on Long Island, in Greater New 
York, where the Sage Foundation desired to make a demonstration in 
city planning as applied to suburban property. 

As a consequence of this long and varied experience, the develop- 
ment of Guilford has been undertaken with well-defined ideas as to 
what are its needs, and with every opportunity for forming a correct 
judgment as to the best methods to adopt in accomplishing the ends in 
view. The problems are those with which the Company is familiar; 
their solutions are those which have been approved by its own experi- 
ences. This applies not only to details of design and construction in the 



physical improvements, which add so largely to the material comforts, 
but also to those problems of management and administration which 
touch so closely the home life of those who come to live upon the land. 
The Company desires to make acknowledgment to the Sage Foun- 
dation Homes Company for courteous permission to make free use in 
this pamphlet, not only of the matter, but of the language contained in 
literature descriptive of the same subjects, which was issued in connec- 
tion with the development of Forest Hills Gardens, while the President 
of The Roland Park Company was also the General Manager of the 
Homes Company. 

Location 

Guilford is a suburban land development of The Roland Park 
Company, a corporation formed in November, 191 1, by the consolida- 
tion of the Roland Park Company of Baltimore City and the Guilford 
Park Company of Baltimore City. It is in The Roland Park-Guil- 
FORD District — a region to the north of the city, embracing about 1,000 
acres of restricted land and comprising the following general divisions : 
Plats I, 2, 3 and 6 of Roland Park north of Cold Spring Lane, together 
with about 100 acres of land owned by the Baltimore Country Club, 
Plat 5 of Roland Park on University Parkway, Guilford, two or three 
smaller sub-divisions, and several large private estates. Including, as 
it does, about 40 acres of land west of Charles Street, Guilford as plat- 
ted contains 336 acres of land. Roughly stated, it is bounded on the 
south by University Parkway, on the west by Charles Street and the 
Maryland and Pennsylvania Railroad, on the north by Cold Spring 
Lane, and on the east by the York Road. The city boundary divides 
its area almost equally between the city and county. The tract has an 
average elevation of 290 feet above tide water, is undulating, well- 
wooded and well-drained. 

Transportation 

Two electric car lines — one on St. Paul Street and the other on the 
York Road — ^give access to the central business district. From the 
southern boundary of the property the schedule time by the St. Paul 
Street line to Union Station is 12 minutes, and to Baltimore Street 23 
minutes ; by the York Road the time to Calvert and Fa^fcteStreets is 
20 minutes. ®^ 

A free automobile service to run on St. Paul Street/^from the south- 
ern entrance at University Parkway to Charles Street Avenue, near the 



northern boundary, will be maintained by the Company until permanent 
arrangements shall be made for a car line or auto-bus line ; a regular 
iS-minute schedule will be maintained throughout the 24 hours, except 
between the hours of i A. M. and 6 A. M. ; tickets will be furnished 
free of charge, which will be good for use by any resident or any mem- 
ber of his family, including servants. 

Fire Protection 

As Guilford is located within easy reach of both the City and 
Roland Park and Govans fire departments, it will be well protected 
against fire. 

Schools 

In the vicinity of Guilford are located the Notre Dame Convent 
School for girls, on Charles Street Avenue, the Roland Park Country 
School for girls and young boys, in Roland Park, and the Gilman Coun- 
try School for boys, on Roland Avenue ; the city schools are also readily 
accessible. The Company expects to lend its aid in the establishment of 
additional school facilities in Guilford. 

Business Houses 

The Charles Street side of Block 10, as well as a small tract owned 
by the Company and lying outside of Guilford on the west side of 
Charles Street opposite Block 10, will, temporarily at least, be reserved 
for buildings similar to those devoted to business in Roland Park, 
which now include offices, a market and grocery store, drug store, 
bakery and confectionery, post office, fire-engine house, public garage 
apd stables. 

The Company agrees that the public garage and public stables will 
be erected in the above locality in time to meet reasonable demands 
therefor. If found advisable, buildings for business purposes may also 
be erected on the York Road. 



Athletic Club and Playing Field 

With the purpose of making adequate provision for outdoor exer- 
cises and recreation, the Company has set aside a tract of land, seven 
acres in extent, in the northeastern corner of the property. Upon this 



tract will be laid out and constructed a football and baseball field, a 
running track, tennis courts, an open-air gymnasium, swings, a wading 
pool, etc., and such other provision will be made as may be necessary 
for the equipment of a modern and complete athletic field and play- 
ground for the use of the old and young of both sexes. A i5eld house 
will be built and the entire groimds surrounded by an enclosure to 
secure privacy and protection from intrusion by those not entitled to 
admission. A competent director with a sufficient number of assist- 
ants will be constantly in attendance, both to preserve order and to 
direct and give instruction in the various sports. 

The improvements will be substantially made and will cost about 
$30,000. The Company agrees to complete this work and to assist in 
the organization of a Club for the purpose of controlling and managing 
the interests involved, and to assist financially and otherwise in its sup- 
port until full opportunity has been given for it to be demonstrated 
whether there will be a sufficient demand for such a club to justify its 
continuance. The annual dues of the Club will be placed at a sum 
sufficient to pay the running expenses, including a rental based upon the 
value of the land and the cost of the improvements. It is estimated 
that an average annual due of $10 will be sufficient for this purpose. 

The preliminary work of grading has been started, and it is ex- 
pected that portions of the field will be ready for use in 1915. 

Neighborhood Club 

On account of the close proximity of the Baltimore Country Club 
and the Elkridge Fox Hunting Club, it is not thought that any need 
will be felt for a large club of the character of either of these. At the 
same time it seems reasonably certain that a smaller neighborhood club 
of some kind will be desired by the residents, and with this contin- 
gency in view, the Company is reserving land adjacent to Stratford 
Green, one of the three small public parks, in order that it may be in a 
position to co-operate with any movement for the organization of such 
a club. It is impossible at this time to foresee what may be the scope of 
such a club, and hence how much land may be required for its use. The 
reservation, which has been made, contains about seven acres, an 
amount sufficient for a club house, with lawn and garden, and for tennis 
courts and other games not requiring large areas of land. 

It is not the purpose of the Company tO' donate the land reserved, 
but it will stand ready to meet in a helpful and co-operative spirit any 
movement toward club organization, which it may consider promises 
to be successful and of benefit to the neighborhood. 



Trolley Waiting Shelters 

As the property is developed, the Company will place at convenient 
points on St. Paul Street and on the York Road attractive shelter houses 
for the accommodation of passengers on the electric cars. 

Landscape Design 

Perhaps in no other respect will the difference between Guilford, 
as finally developed, and suburban property as usually treated, be more 
noticeable than in the feature of landscape design. This work was done 
under the immediate direction of Mr. Frederick Law Olmsted, of the 
well-known firm of Olmsted Brothers, Landscape Architects, of Bos- 
ton, and the details in every block have received close study and 
attention. 

The main thoroughfares, running north and south, are Greenway, 
St. Paul Street, Charles Street and the York Road. Greenway starts 
from the Plaza, at the entrance to Johns Hopkins University on Charles 
Street, and cuts diagonally across the intervening block to the main 
entrance to Guilford, at the intersection of University Parkway and 
St. Paul Street; from this point Greenway, 80 feet in width, and St. 
Paul Street, 130 feet in width, running northward on curving lines, 
give, in connection with the cross streets, direct, ample and convenient 
access to every part of the property, meeting again at Charles Street 
Avenue near the northwestern corner. 

The narrower driveways and curving lines of the other streets will 
not invite through traffic ; with ample space devoted to sidewalk lawns 
and planting, they will offer quiet and attractive locations for homes. 

Planting 

The planting of trees and shrubs in the parks and sidewalk lawns, 
along slopes and in other unoccupied spaces, will be a distinctive feature 
of Guilford to an extent not heretofore attempted by the Company, 
even in the University Parkway section of Roland Park. 

The plans for this planting have been developed by Mr. Olmsted 
in the form of a carefully studied unified design for the whole prop- 
erty. In order to secure the special vista or decorative effect desired 
in each street or block, unusual care has been taken in the designation 
of the trees and shrubs to be used. In addition to shade and foliage, 
it will also be the purpose of the planting to provide a touch of color 
throughout the year, by selecting trees and shrubs that flower or bear 
fruit at different seasons. 



The Company agrees to do all the above planting, so far as it relates 
to the parks, the sidewalk lawns and the adjoining slopes, but does not 
undertake to plant hedges along the lot lines, nor to do any other plant- 
ing on the lots. It will, from time to time, do a certain amount of such 
planting for the improvement of its own property. 

The slopes back of the sidewalk spaces are usually on the lots ; as 
long as the lots remain vacant, they will be cared for out of the general 
maintenance fund; after the lots are built upon, these slopes, like the 
lawns and gardens of the houses, will come under the care of the 
owners. 

Parks 

For the general use of the residents, three parks will be provided, 
two containing about one and one-quarter acres each and the other 
about three acres. "The Little Park" is located between St. Paul 
Street and Greenway, near the southern entrance; "Stratford Green" 
is centrally located in the northern part of the property, while "Sunken 
Park" is at the corner of Charles Street Avenue and Overhill Road, in 
the northwestern section. The Little Park and Stratford Green are now 
being improved in accordance with Mr. Olmsted's designs ; the plans for 
the other park have not yet been developed. 

Private Parks 

An unusual recreation feature of Guilford will be a number of" 
enclosed private parks. These are spaces of varying shape and size, 
occupying the interior portions of some of the blocks, and intended for 
the exclusive use of those living on the adjoining lots. They cannot be 
used for the active, noisy games of large boys, and will not be open to 
the general public, but will provide places where the smaller children of 
the block can get room to play and remain within view and hearing of 
their homes, instead of being forced into the streets. They will be 
reached directly from the gardens of the houses in the several blocks. 

There are ten of these private parks in Guilford. The Company 
will grade, plant and otherwise improve them in accordance with Mr. 
Olmsted's designs. They are to be maintained by proportionate assess- 
ments laid upon the lots whose owners have the right to use them. A 
provision governing the use of the private parks gives to the owners of 
75 per cent, in area of the lots, exclusive of park area, in any block the 
right to abolish the private park in such block. In the case of the aban- 
donment of such park areas, the land will revert to the various lot 
owners. 



Street Improvements 

Paving. 

The present paving in Guilford has a concrete bed with a wearing 
surface, consisting in some cases of a thin coating of bitumen, in other 
cases of a two-inch thickness of what is technically known as "bitu- 
minous concrete." The latter consists of crushed stone with a binder of 
asphalt, mixed and applied while hot, and thoroughly rolled with a ten- 
ton steam roller. In cross section, the roads are so designed that the 
gutters are not unduly depressed, but both in shape and material used 
form merely a continuation of the roadbed. The use of such shallow 
gutters is made possible by a very complete system of underground 
drains, which take the water from the gutters at frequent intervals 
through gratings placed for the purpose. Not only are roadways so 
designed more pleasing in appearance, but by reason of the absence of 
deep gutters the entire space is available for travel. 

Sidewalks. 

The sidewalks, which are of concrete, are not given the usual hard, 
smooth finish, but are so treated as to expose the varied colors of the 
gravel and particles of crushed stone. The resulting surface is much 
more pleasing in color and texture, and provides a slightly roughened 
and more agreeable footing. 

Sewers and Storm Drains. 

There are to be sewers throughout the entire property. They are 
to be laid in accordance with what is believed to be the best modem 
practice in work of this character, notably, perhaps, in the construction 
throughout of two separate systems, one for storm or surface water, the 
other a sanitary system for house drainage. 

The connection from the sanitary sewer to the street line, where the 
sewer is located in a street, and to the edge of the reservation where it 
is located in a reservation, is laid by the Company at a uniform charge 
of Twenty-Five (25) Dollars for each connection. This will apply in all 
normal conditions, i. e., in all cases where connections are wanted with 
a sewer main from lots with reference to which such sewer main has 
been laid. If any cases arise where houses are built in advance of the 
laying of the sewer main, so that an unusually long connection would 
have to be made in order to reach a main, such cases will be specially 
considered. 



Any fees charged by the public authorities for permits, inspection, 
etc., are paid by the owner. 

Annual Sewer Charges. 

In Roland Park the cost of the sanitary sewerage system was 
charged against the cost of the development of the property, and no 
charge is made for its use except for the cost of its u^Jseep, which is 
paid for by the property-owners through the general maintenance fund. 
Since about one-half of Guilford lies within the city, and it may there- 
fore be reasonably expected that, as elsewhere, the city will eventually 
take over and pay for that portion of the sewerage system, it was 
thought best not to charge the cost of the sewers to the development 
expenses of the property, but to carry the amount so expended as a 
separate investment until the city may be able and willing to take it 
over. For the sake of uniformity, and because also it may be expected 
that ultimately the county will take over all the suburban sewerage 
systems, it was decided to adopt the same policy for all of Guilford. 
Until the sewers are taken over by the city or county, as the case may 
be, a charge of lo cents per lOO square feet of area is made for the use 
of the sewerage system. One of the results of this plan is that the gen- 
eral maintenance fund is relieved of an item of cost which in Roland 
Park constitutes an appreciable portion of the maintenance expenses. 

Electric Light and Telephone Wires. 

The electric light and telephone wires will be carried in under- 
ground conduits through the streets and to the interiors of all blocks. 
They will, generally, be carried along the rears of the lots on short con- 
crete poles, from which the house connections will be made, but in the 
following blocks where, because of the absence of trees as well as for 
other reasons, it is thought that pole lines would be unduly prominent, 
underground conduits will be constructed : 

In the rear of Lots 4 to 12, Block 4, in Block 7, in the rear of 
Lots 2 to 6, Block 13 and in Blocks 14, 17, 19, 20, 21, 22, 23, 25, 26, 31, 
45 and 47. 

The wires will also be carried under ground in any other cases 
where, in the judgment of the Company, it may appear to be of suffi- 
cient importance to the preservation of the appearance of the property 
to justify the additional expense of so doing. In cases where under- 
ground conduits are constructed through the blocks, the cost of the 
underground house connections, amounting to about Seventy- Five Dol- 
lars for both telephone and electric light wires, is paid by the lot owner. 
Where the service is overhead no charge is made for the house 
connections. 
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Water. 

That portion of Guilford lying within the county is furnished with 
water by The Roland Park Water Company. It comes from wells vary- 
ing in depth from i8o feet to 500 feet, and is pure and cold. A uniform 
charge of Thirty-five Dollars is made for (i-in.) house connections, 
bringing the supply to the inside of the front wall of the building. This 
appUes to all normal conditions, i. e., all cases where connections are 
wanted from lots, with reference to which the mains have been laid. If 
any cases arise where houses are built in advance of the laying of the 
main, so that unusually long connections would have to be made in 
order to reach a main, such cases will be specially considered. The 
water meter is supplied and set by the Company at its own expense. 

The portion of Guilford included within the city limits will be sup- 
plied from the city reservoirs. The charge made for connections by the 
city is arranged on a different basis, but in ordinary cases does not vary 
greatly from the charge in the county. 

Gas. 

Gas will be supplied to all houses from the mains of the Consoli- 
dated Gas and Electric Company, which will be laid throughout the 
property. 

The Gas Company makes the tap and furnishes 40 feet of the con- 
nection free of charge. For any additional length of an ordinary 
connection it charges at the rate of 20 cents per foot. 

Street Lights and Signs. 

The streets will be lighted by electricity. Attractive lamp posts and 
street signs will be placed at convenient locations. 

Completion of Street Iprovements. 

Much of the work involved has been done. The Company agrees 
to complete the streets with the improvements so as to give access to 
any lot before the completion of the house thereon ; this agreement will 
not, however, apply to those lots west of Charles Street Avenue, which, 
at the time of the filing of the Deed and Agreement between the Com- 
pany and Edward H. Bouton, the Company conveyed to Dr. Hugh 
H. Young and to Jesse A. Davis ; as to the time of the completion of 
any street improvements affecting those lots, Dr. Young or Mr. Davis 
will give proper assurances to their purchasers. 
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Types of Houses to be Erected 

In order that the question of the development of Guilford from its 
architectural side should receive the careful and expert consideration, 
which its importance justified, the Company at the outset, before the 
street and other development plans had been completed, appointed an 
Advisory Board and requested it to make a study of the whole subject 
and report its conclusions. This Board consisted of J. B. Noel Wyatt, 
Grosvenor Atterbury, Howard Sill and Edward L. Palmer, Jr., Archi- 
tects, and Frederick Law Olmsted, Landscape Architect. Numerous 
meetings of the Board and conferences with officers of the Company 
were held, in which the question was considered from its practical as 
well as from its artistic or aesthetic side. 

The first decision, which was arrived at in these conferences, was in 
the adoption of a principle, which served as a guide in the subsequent 
detailed study of the subject. This principle may be stated as follows : 

That, in the expression of the individual tastes and 
preferences of .those desiring to build at Guilford, the 
Architects to be employed by them should be allowed, in 
the selection of types of architecture as well as of building 
materials, the widest latitude consistent with the attain- 
ment and preservation of an effect of general harmony — 
it being clearly recognized that such harmony may readily 
exist whether neighboring houses are similar or different 
in architectural style. 

While as a necessary result of the operation of the above principle, 
it was decided that it would not be feasible to lay out any comprehen- 
sive scheme for the architectural treatment of the whole property, it was 
thought desirable, at least in a general way, to influence the types of 
architecture to be adopted for certain limited areas. To that end the 
Board recommended that certain general suggestions of type should be 
made, which as far as practicable would be followed by the Company 
in the houses that it would build on its own account, and which might 
serve to guide the work of others, so as to secure the effect of harmony 
while allowing a certain freedom for variations of type in the individual 
houses. 

In the region along Chancery, Fenchurch and Suflfolk Streets, 
Chancery Square and Juniper Road, the Advisory Board's recom- 
mendation was for houses in the English feeling, the materials to be 
half timber and stucco with or vvithout brick. 
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The architectural treatment of the property fronting on the York 
Road required separate consideration. It is necessary that houses built 
in this locality should be such as can be sold at quite a moderate price, 
and the problem has been so to design these buildings that they will 
meet the requirements as to cost and yet be consistent in character and 
design with the rest of the development. Since they will of necessity 
be quite small, it was thought best that these houses should be built in 
somewhat closely arranged groups, or blocks, forming single architec- 
tural compositions. So arranged, each unit, though small in itself, 
lends its aid in producing a total that can be handled with good results 
as to mass, proportion and dignity of design, as well as to provision for 
light and air, which would not be possible, if each house were designed 
as a separate building. The whole will be arranged according to a 
scheme, in which, as far as may be found practicable, the different 
groups will have different setbacks from the street line, an arrangement 
which, it is believed, will increase the interest of the entire frontage. 
The houses, in general, will be built of brick, stone, concrete or stucco, 
or of two or more of these materials in combination. In order to 
preserve for these houses as much privacy as possible, the planting in 
front of them along the York Road will consist of a broad and prac- 
tically continuous bed of masses of high-growing shrubs. A special 
group has been designed and is now being built surrounding the en- 
trance at Bretton Place. 

In the more or less open section along St. Paul Street and Greenway 
north of the wooded section adjoining "The Little Park," the most suit- 
able houses, in the opinion of the Advisory Board, would be houses in 
the classic feeling — Colonial, Georgian, Italian — ^brick, stone or stucco, 
or combinations of these being used as building materials. 

The region to the eastward of the large open space last mentioned, 
as well as all the remainder of the property to the northward, is so well 
wooded that the Advisory Board thought it best not to suggest definite 
types of architecture for these areas, but to recommend that the widest 
possible latitude be allowed in the selection of types, provided only 
that the houses should themselves be good architecturally and that no 
house should be erected that would be manifestly out of harmony with 
neighboring houses previously erected. In certain of the wdl-wooded 
portions of the property it is even thought that, should it be desired, 
houses of shingle or weatherboarding might be permitted. 

It will be apparent to everyone that, whereas it may not be possible 
or desirable to attempt to decide in advance just what types of houses 
should be built in any particular locality, yet at the same time as houses 
are built in any section they will gradually give to that region a char- 
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acter and aspect which must necessarily affect the types of the house? 
that may subsequently be built alongside or near them. It will be 
the care of the Company to keep constantly in mind the interests of 
those who build the early houses in any given section, and to aim, as 
far as it may be practicable and reasonable to dd so, to control and 
direct the types of buildings afterwards erected in their neighborhood 
in such manner as to secure the harmonious development of the whole. 

Information for Architects 

The conditions in general governing the erection of houses, with the 
building restrictions in condensed form, are clearly set forth in this 
pamphlet; the restrictions are stated in full in the "Deed and Agree- 
ment," copies of which will be furnished upon application. 

The drawings and data required by the Company in passing upon 
plans for approval are the following : 

The complete working drawings and specifications 
from which the house is to be built ; 

A drawing showing the location of the house on the 
lot and the proposed finished lot grades, with their re- 
lation to the grades of the abutting streets ; 
iSamples showing exterior color scheme. 
In order that changes, when required, may be made with a mini- 
mum of expense to the Architect, the Company recommends that the 
preliminary sketches be submitted to it, before they are developed into 
working drawings. The Company is willing to consider such sketches 
with the understanding, however, that any approval given them is to 
be considered as tentative merely, and is not to hamper the Company in 
the exercise of its judgment in passing upon the completed drawings, 
when the latter are subsequently submitted for its approval. 

House Plans Free With Certain Lots 

Full architectural services, to be rendered by the Company's Archi- 
tectural and Landscape Departments and including house, grading and 
planting plans, specifications and supervision, will be furnished without 
additional charge to purchasers of the lots mentioned below. This is 
done because' each of these lots is so situated that, in order adequately 
to protect the outlook from the adjoining property, there is involved in 
the designing of the house to be built thereon an amount of care and 
study which, in the Company's opinion, it would not be reasonable to 
require from an architect not immediately connected with the Company.

Terms Under Which Vacant Lots Will Be Sold 

Vacant lots will be sold in plots as they may from time to time be 
designated on the price lists, the Company reserving the right at any 
time to increase or decrease the sizes of the plots offered for sale. The 
general policy of the Company, however, as far as it may be found 
advisable, will be to sell lots in plots not smaller than those shown on 
the present price list. A minimum cash payment of 10% of the pur- 
chase price, or satisfactory security therefor, is required; the balance 
may be paid in 139 equal, monthly installments of $10 on each $1000 
owing, which include interest at 6% and payments on principal. The 
purchaser may anticipate pa3mients, interest abating proportionally. 

Exchange of Lots. 

It is the general policy of the Company to allow the Owner of vacant 
land in Guilford the privilege of exchanging it for any other vacant 
land of equal value which the Company is offering for sale. 

In view, however, of unforeseen conditions which may arise, it is 
impossible to formulate definite rules to govern such exchanges. The 
Company therefore reserves the right to refuse any application for an 
exchange which, in its judgment, would be prejudicial to its own in- 
terests. 

Delivery of Deed. 

A deed will be given, if desired, when one-half of the purchase 
price has been paid, the purchaser to execute and deliver to the Com- 
pany a purchase-money mortgage for the unpaid balance, bearing in- 
terest at the rate of six per cent. (6fo), payable semi-annually, which 
mortgage will run for a period of one, two or three years, as may be 
desired. The purchaser is to pay the expense of acknowledgment, re- 
cording and title policy. 
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Terms Under Which Houses Will Be Sold 

Houses built by the Company for its own account will be offered 
for sale upon a cash payment of ten per cent. (io%) of the com- 
bined selling price of house and land. A first mortgage is given, or 
assumed by the purchaser, for from 50 to 60 per cent, of the purchase 
price, bearing interest at not more than 5^4 per cent, per annum, pay- 
able semi-annually, the purchaser to pay the recording and acknowl- 
edgment fees and the cost of the title policy. 

Any balance of the purchase price, secured by a second mortgage, 
may be paid in 139 equal monthly installments of $10 on each $1000 
owing, which include payments on principal and interest at 6%. 

Easy- Payment Building Plan 

The present policy of the Company is to build for owners upon the 
following terms : 

The Company contracts to erect the house and do the grading, 
planting, etc., for a fixed sum, which the Company arrives at by esti- 
mating the cost and adding thereto, 10% for profit. 

The amount of cash payment required depends upon : 

(a) Proportion of cost of house to price of lot, as follows : 

Cash Required.. 
If proportion of cost of improvements to price of 

lot does not exceed 2j^ to i 10% of total price 

of house and lot. 
If such proportion exceeds 2^ to i, but does not 

exceed 5 to i 15% of total price 

of house and lot. 
If such proportion exceeds 5 to i, but does not 

exceed 6 to i 20% of total price 

of house and lot. 

(6) The amount of the first mortgage that can be secured ; the above 
statement of the cash payment required is based on securing a first 
mortgage of 60% of the total price of house and lot ; in cases where, in 
the Company's opinion, the first mortgage would have to be placed for 
a less amount than 60% of this total, larger cash payments are required, 
schedules of which will be furnished upon application. 

In all cases the Company agrees to place the first mortgage for five 
years at a rate not to exceed 5J^% per annum; the expenses incident 
thereto, including any commissions paid by the Company, are borne by 
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the owner and, together with the accrued interest on house and lot 
contract, are payable in cash upon completion of house. 

The balance of the contract price of house and lot is secured by a 
second mortgage to the Company, which may be paid in 139 equal 
monthly installments of $10 on each $1000 owing, which include 
payments on principal, and interest at 6% per annum. 

Taxes 

The northern half of Guilford, being in the county, is subject to 
county taxes. These with the state taxes, usually amount to about 75 
cents per $100 of the full value of the property. 

In the city, the land fronting on Charles Street, University Park- 
way and the York Road is under the suburban rate, which is two-thirds 
of the full city rate, and with the state tax amounts this year ( 1914) to 
$1.61 per $100 of assessed value. The remainder of the city portion of 
the property is at present under the rural rate, which is one-third of 
the full city rate, and with the state tax amounts this year (1914) to 97 
cents per $icx3 of assessed value. The provisions of the law relating to 
the classification for taxation purposes of property in the Annex are 
somewhat complex, and the Company cannot undertake to state when, or 
under what conditions, the present classifications may be changed. To 
a considerable extent, however, the classification is affected by the cir- 
cumstance of the streets becoming public, and the Company has re- 
served the right, which it may at any time exercise, to dedicate or con- 
vey to the city for a consideration, any of the streets, or the city may 
acquire the streets by condemnation. If, however, any public authority 
should acquire by condemnation any of the streets shown on the Plat 
of Guilford, the Company agrees to apply any compensation it may 
receive for the streets to reimbursing the lot owners, against whom 
assessments may have been made in excess of the damages awarded to 
them. 

Departments of Design and Construction 

Architectural Department. 

The Company maintains an Architectural Department which was 
organized several years ago, primarily for the purpose of designing 
houses to be built by the Company for sale. Finding, however, that it 
would be desirable to extend its activities, this Department has for 
several years been furnishing full architectural services for individual 
clients as well as for the Company, obtaining competitive estimates on 
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the work, both from outside contractors and from the Company's 
Building Department, preparing detail drawings and supervising the 
construction, whether the work is done by the Company or by other 
contractors. Working in connection with the Estimating Department 
of the Company, this Department, by preparing sketches sufficient for 
rough estimates to be made, is often found to be helpful to lot owners 
in arriving at the probable cost of improvements. 

Engineering Department. 

The Company has a fully equipped Engineering office for the pur- 
pose both of carrying on its own work and of furnishing engineering 
services of all kinds to individual clients. The Company stakes out the 
corners of all lots for customers, performing this service free of charge 
but once. It also furnishes complete topographic maps on any scale de- 
sired for the use of architects and landscape architects, on which the 
levels are indicated by contour lines; the locations of all trees, sewer 
and drain pipes, water and gas mains are also shown. 

For such services charges are made according to established rates, 
which will be furnished upon application. 

Building Department. 

The Building Department of the Company is prepared to furnish 
either approximate estimates or definite bids on any work submitted to 
it, whether from designs issued by the Architectural Department of the 
Company or from drawings prepared by other architects. 

Gardening Department. 

This Department of the Company is prepared to furnish estimates 
for any planting that is desired. The Company has nurseries of its 
own, and, in addition, buys nursery stock at wholesale from reliable 
growers. This Department will also when desired assume the care of 
lawns and gardens. 

Grading and Job Work Department. 

This Department is prepared to execute all kinds of work in con- 
nection with road building, the grading and top-soiling of lots, laying 
walks, cementing cellars and doing concrete work of all kinds. Such 
work will be done either upon the plan of furnishing the labor, materials, 
tools and supervision, upon a percentage basis, or where desired this 
Department will give definite estimates from plans prepared by archi- 
tects or engineers.

Restrictions and Conditions 

To no other question involved in the development of Guilford, has 
more thought and consideration been given than to the restrictions, 
conditions, etc. placed upon the property; these the prospective pur- 
chaser will find set out in the recorded Deed and Agreement entered 
into between the Company and Edward H. Bouton. 

The Company's experience of twenty years in Roland Park, as 
well as the experience of other developers of suburban real estate, has 
demonstrated the advantage to the lot owner of protective restrictions 
on land, adopted with a view to preserve the residential character of 
the neighborhood and to safeguard the owner in the use and enjoyment 
of his property. The practically unanimous verdict of all who have 
enjoyed the protection of properly-framed restrictions has long since 
removed this question from the field of serious controversy. 

In addition to restrictions of conventional form, that are commonly 
in use elsewhere, there are included in the Guilford restrictions some 
provisions not in general use, but which it is thought will be of material 
advantage either to the property as a whole or to portions affected by 
special local provisions. Among these is one first adopted at Forest 
Hills Gardens that requires an open space to be left on each side of 
every building or block of buildings, the extent of which is regulated by 
the width of the building, so that the wider the building or block of 
buildings, the greater the amount of open space required on each side. 
This regulation, combined with the setback required from the streets, 
will make it possible to permit blocks of buildings, when jproperly treated 
as single architectural compositions, to be located an)rwhere on the prop- 
erty; so designed and spaced, they will lend to the street perspectives 
and to the appearance of the property as a whole an interest and variety, 
not obtainable where the houses are either all detached or all in blocks, 
and where it is consequently difficult to escape a certain degree of 
monotony, resulting from too great a uniformity in the sizes of the 
buildings and in the widths of the spaces between them. 

Another provision of this kind, and one that has been found to 
work particularly to the general advantage of the lot owners in Roland 
Park, is that requiring the Company's approval of plans. In ekercising 
this power of approval, the Company's aim is to give to each owner 
entire freedom of action not inconsistent with a proper regard to the 
interests of his neighbor and of the community; the experience of 
Roland Park, under the operation of this provision, justifies the expecta- 
tion that by its adoption in Guilford each locality will be developed in 
such a manner that, whether the houses be similar or different in archi- 
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tectural style, the total result will be an effect of general harmony. 

When the Guilford development has reached the proper stage, it is 
the Company's intention, in co-operation with the property owners, to 
organize an Association, similar to the Roland Park Roads and Mainte- 
nance Corporation, and to assign to this Association many of the duties 
imposed and powers reserved by the Deed and Agreement, thus gradu- 
ally putting into the hands of the residents and property owners the 
oversight and control of many of these provisions. 

The following is an informal and condensed statement of the more 
important covenants and restrictions affecting the property, the sub- 
divisions referred to being those contained in the Deed and Agreement : 

Nuisances. 
(See Sub-division II.) 

After prohibiting by name the use of any part of the property for 
certain business and manufacturing establishments and public insti- 
tutions ordinarily deemed detrimental to sections devoted to residential 
purposes, there is a general clause reciting "nor shall any noxious, dan- 
gerous or offensive thing, trade or business whatsoever be permitted 
or maintained on said property, nor shall any live poultry, hogs, cattle 
or other livestock, except draft animals in the above stables, be kept 
thereon." The exception as to stables refers to stables in Block lo,* 
which is reserved for business purposes, and where the Company may, 
if the conditions warrant it, permit the erection of stables; it refers 
also to the temporary use of stables on the property of the Company 
during the development period. 

The occupancy of any part of the property by a negro, except a 
servant, is prohibited. 

The Nuisance Clause also contains an anti-smoke provision, which 
prohibits the emission into the open air of dark smoke or thick gray 
smoke; to provide for unforseen contingencies, such as a scarcity of 
hard coal; this restriction is qualified by a clause allowing the Company, 
to suspend the prohibition for definite periods. 

"Note : By a supplementary stipulation duly recorded, Block 10 has been in- 
cluded in the general prohibition against the erection of stables on the property. 

Use of Land. 

(See Sub-division III'.) 

The land in general is to be used for purposes of private residence 
only, each dwelling being designed for occupancy by a single family; 
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private garages, for the use of the occupants of the lot on which they 
are erected, are permitted under certain limitations as to position on 
the lot. 

Buildings to be used for schools, churches, libraries, art galleries, 
museums, hotels, apartment-houses, clubs, public garages, banks, offices 
and studios, or for recreative, educational, religious or philanthropic 
purposes may be erected in locations approved by the Company, and 
buildings may also be erected for business purposes in such locations 
in Blocks 9 and 10 and on York Road, as may be approved by the 
Company, provided however, that no building shall be erected, main- 
tained or used for any of the said purposes, except by the Company, 
unless in each case there shall have been filed in the proper office of 
record a deed or other instrument in writing executed by the Company 
approving, specifying and limiting the uses to which such building may 
be put or the business may be conducted therein ; and provided further, 
that the restrictions contained in the "Nuisance Qause" shall in all 
cas^s be observed. Parks and playgrounds are permitted in approved 
locations. 

Note : By a supplementary stipulation duly recorded, the permission herein 
given to erect buildings for business purposes in Blocks 9 and 10 has been with- 
drawn, except as to that portion of Block 10 lying within 130 feet of Charles Street. 

Setback from Street and Rear of Lot. 
(See Sub-division IV.) 

Provision is made, with certain exceptions, that buildings shall set 
back specified distances from the front and side streets, and, except 
garages, at least 10 feet from the rear lines of the lots. The setbacks 
from streets vary, for the most part, from 40 feet to 25 feet ; the set- 
backs applicable to each lot are shown in the "Schedule of Setbacks" 
contained in Sub-division XIX of the Deed and Agreement and in 
Appendix "A" of this pamphlet. Porches, steps, terraces, bay, bow 
and oriel windows may encroach on these spaces to the extent set forth 
in the Deed and Agreement. A garage, in addition to the setback from 
the side street required for other buildings, must set back at least 100 
feet from any front street, unless it be made part of or be attached to or 
connected with the main building on the lot. 

The setback requirements are based upon careful consideration of 
each block and lot from architectural and other points of view, and are 
designed to permit just as much freedom in the use of the individual 
lot as is deemed consistent with a due regard to the interests of adjoin- 
ing owners and to the proper aspect of each street as a whole. 
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Free Spaces. 
(See Sub-division V.) 

Free or open spaces must be left on both sides of every building or 
block of buildings. The aggregate width of the free spaces on both 
sides of any building must not be less than 50 per cent, of the width 
of the building, nor in any case less than 30 feet; not less than two- 
fifths of this free space must be left on either side of the building. These 
free spaces may be encroached upon by porches, steps, terraces and one^ 
story extensions, to the extent stated in the Deed and Agreement. 

The provisions governing free spaces do not apply to lots binding 
on the York Road or to Blocks 9 and 10, or to garages located not 
nearer than 100 feet to the front street. 

Note : By a supplementary stipulation duly recorded, the provisions of this sub- 
division have been made to apply to Block 9, and to all of Block 10 except the por- 
tion of this Block lying within 130 Uet of Charles Street. 

Maximum Width of Buildings. 

(See Sub-division VI.) 

Buildings or blocks of buildings more than 250 feet m width or 
length are not permitted. 

Approval of Plans. 

(See Sub-division VII.) 

The plans and specifications for the erection or alteration of any 
building, fence, wall or other structure must be approved by the Com- 
pany before the work is begun; the plans submitted must show the 
nature, kind, shape, height, materials, floor plans, color scheme, loca- 
tion and approximate cost of such structure and the grading plan of 
the lot ; a wide discretion is given to the Company in passing upon plans. 
The Company's own experience, as well as that of persons owning 
property in neighborhoods subject to such a restriction, has shown that 
in practice this regulation works greatly to the advantage of the lot 
owners as a whole, and it seems reasonable to assume that in Guilford, 
as it has proven in Roland Park, this provision will furnish an addi- 
tional inducement to buy property thus safeguarded. 

Right to Modify. 

(See Sub-division VIII.) 

The restrictions contained in the Nuisance Clause are fixed and can- 
not be waived or modified; the restrictions and conditions contained 
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in the Sub-divisions referring to the Use of Land, Setbacks, Free 
Spaces, Maximum Width of Buildings and Approval of Plans may by 
the Company be annulled, waived, changed or modified as to its own 
property and, with the consent of the owner, as to any property that 
it has conveyed. 

It will be observed that in Sub-division XVII, the restrictions have 
been given an unusually long life and do not expire until the year 1950, 
and that provision is made for further successive extensions of 20 
years each, if the owners of two-thirds of the area of the Plat agree 
to such extensions. While it is desirable to provide the protection 
afforded by long-time restrictions, the conditions surrounding real prop- 
erty are so subject to change that a term as long as that above stated 
would be tftiwise or unsafe, as applied to certain of the restrictions, 
without a provision for annulling or modifying them; this affords 
means of appropriate relief, if it should hereafter appear to the Com- 
pany that any of such restrictions had been unwisely adopted, or that 
owing to changed conditions they had become unsuited for portions or 
for all of the property. 

Easements and Rights of Way, 
(See Sub-division IX.) 

Easements and rights of way are reserved over the rear five feet of 
each lot, and also over strips of land indicated as reservations on the 
Plat, for poles, wires and conduits to be used for lighting, telephone 
and other purposes, and for sewers and pipe lines of various kinds. 

The Company reserves the right, after grading a street, to grade the 
adjacent slope. 

Streets and Parks. 

(See Sub-division X.) 

The Company expressly grants to each owner the right to such use 
of the streets shown on the plat as may be necessary for convenient 
ingress and egress to and from his property ; it also grants to each lot 
owner, subject to reasonable rules and regulations, the perpetual right 
to the use of the three parks designated on the Plat as "The Little 
Park" in Block 22, "Stratford Green" in Block 31, and "Sunken Park" 
in Block 56. 

Subject to these rights of use, the Company reserves to itself the 

title to the parks and to the surface and beds of the streets and the 

. right to allow others to use them in any manner that does not materially 

interfere with the ingress or egress of property owners ; the Company 
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may grade or change the grade of, close or change the location of any 
street, provided no change of location or closing shall be made that 
will materially interfere with the rights given to any property owner. 

The Company may dedicate or convey to any public authority or 
to any corporation all its title and interest in any street or park (other 
than a Private Park), subject, of course, to the rights of property 
owners, as above stated. 

Sanitary Sewers. 
(See Sub-division XI.) 

For the disposal of house sewage the Company covenants to con- 
struct a sanitary sewerage system, to which every building shall have 
the right to be connected, the connections to be laid by the Company 
at the expense of the owner. 

For the right to use the sewers, an annual charge of ten cents per 
hundred square feet of area is made against all land, both vacant and 
improved, except certain specified areas and except streets and parks 
maintained for general use; the charge is payable in four quarterly 
instalments on the first days of January, April, June and October in 
each year ; no lot is to be subject to the charge until the first quarterly 
payment day succeeding the time when a sewer shall have been con- 
structed, either in a street on which the lot abuts, or in a reservation 
that abuts on or is part of the lot. 

The Company reserves the right to dispose of the sewerage system 
to any municipal or other public corporation or to any private corpora- 
tion, but it cannot sell to a private corporation except upon terms that 
will furnish sewer facilities at rates not exceeding those herein men- 
tioned. If the system be sold to a public authority, it is supposed that 
the charge for its use will be abolished. 

Maintenance Charges. 

(See Sub-division XII.) 

To pay the cost of supplementing certain services usually ren- 
dered by the city or county, and the cost of furnishing other services 
that can be performed better and at less expense by the Company than 
by the individual lot owner, all the land included in the tract (except 
as hereinafter mentioned) is subjected to an annual Maintenance Charge 
of ten cents per annum on each hundred square feet of area for the 
five years, commencing with January ist, 1915, and thereafter at the 
rate of twenty cents per annum, to be paid by the respective owners 
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annually in advance on the first day of January of each year; the 
amount of this charge is not a fixed one but will depend entirely upon 
the amount expended by the Company for the purposes for which it is 
collected; it will, therefore, be adjusted from year to year by the Com- 
pany, as the needs of the property may require, and in accordance with 
the wishes of the property owners ; in no event can the charge in any 
year be raised above ten cents per hundred square feet of area during 
the five years, commencing with January ist, 1915, nor thereafter can 
it be raised above twenty cents per hundred square feet; the Mainte- 
nance Fund is to be applied to the following purposes : 

For lighting, improving and maintaining the streets and parks main- 
tained for general use, including the grass and planted areas within 
the boundaries of such streets and parks, but not including the Private 
Parks ; for maintaining storm water drains ; for collecting and dispos- 
ing of garbage, ashes and rubbish ; for employing policemen and watch- 
men, for fire protection and caring for such vacant and unimproved 
land as contributes to this fund ; for expenses incident to the approval 
of plans and the enforcement of restrictions, etc. ; for taxes and assess- 
ments that may be levied upon streets and parks, not including Private 
Parks, and for doing other things desirable, in the opinion of the Com- 
pany, to keep the property neat and in good order, or that may be of 
general benefit. 

No lot shall be subject to this charge until the driveway of the street 
on which it fronts has been once surfaced with macadam or with some 
other form of improved surfacing or pavement. 

Reference to the Deed and Agreement will show the few exemp- 
tions from this charge. 

The funds contributed by the city and county parts of the tract 
respectively are to be kept as separate funds and expended in the city 
and county respectively. 

Private Parks. 

(See Sub-division XIII.) 

By Section A in this Subdivision, Private Parks in the interior of 
each of Blocks 8, 11, 17, 25, 26, 32, 39, 41, 47 and 54 are reserved, as 
shown on the plat, for the sole, exclusive and joint use of the owners 
and occupants of the block in which each Private Park is located, sub- 
ject to such reasonable rules and regulations as the Company may from 
time to time make and enforce. Lots i, 2, 15 and 16 in Block 54 are 
not entitled to use the Private Park in that block, nor will they be 
subject to the charge for maintaining it. The Company reserves the 
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right, so long as the land in any of the above blocks is used as a Private 
Park, to erect and maintain poles and wires for telephone, lighting and 
other purposes, within five feet of the boundary line of the Park. 

The deeds to purchasers of lots in these blocks will include those 
portions of the rear of the lots that are reserved for park purposes, 
subject to the park easement. 

Section B of this Subdivision provides that all the land in each of 
these blocks, except the land embraced within the Private Park, shall be 
subject to an annual Park Maintenance Charge (in addition to the gen- 
eral Sewer and Maintenance charges), to be paid annually in advance 
on the first days of January in each year, commencing with January, 
191 5; the Park Maintenance Charge will be at the following rates per 
100 square feet of the area of the lots, not including the area within the 
Private Parks : 

In Blocks 17, 25 and 26 — 12 cents per 100 square feet. 

In Blocks II, 32 and 54 — 10 cents " " " " 

In Blocks 8, 39, 41 and 47— 7 cents " " " " 

This charge will be adjusted from year to year as the needs of the 
several Parks may require, but in no event can the charge be raised 
above the maximum rate above mentioned. 

The Company will pay its proper proportion into the park funds 
for the lots owned by it, and will apply the total amount realized toward 
the pa)rment of the following expenses : 

( 1 ) To the payment of the sewer and maintenance charges, pay- 
able on account of the land embraced in the Park ; 

(2) To the cost of the improvement, maintenance and upkeep of 
the Park, such as planting trees, shrubs, flowers, erecting structures, 
furnishing conveniences and doing other things that may be proper to 
promote the attractiveness and usefulness of the Park. 

The owner of that part of any lot included within a Private Park is 
required to pay any tax or assessment imposed by any public authority 
on such portion of his lot. 

Section C of this Subdivision provides that after January ist, 1923 
(or prior to that date with the Company's consent), the owners of not 
less than 75 per cent, of the area of any block in which a Private Park 
is located (not counting the part of the block included within the Pri- 
vate Park) shall have the right to terminate the Private Park in that 
block in the manner set out in the Deed and Agreement ; thereupon, the 
part of each owner's lot used for Park purposes will revert to him, and 
the Park easements and charges will, of course, be terminated. 
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Lien of Sewer, Maintenance and Private Park Charges. 

(See Sub-division XIV.) 

The Sewer, Maintenance and Private Park charges are liens on the 
land in respect to which they are made, and the owner is also liable for 
them. 

Right to Abate and EInforce. 

(See Sub-divisions XV and XVI.) 

Either the Company or any lot owner may enforce any of the re- 
strictions or agreements, and the right is given to the Company sum- 
marily to abate any violation thereof. 

Right to Extend. 
(See Sub-division XVII.) 

The restriction against Nuisances (Sub-division II), the Easements 
reserved for sewers, drains, pipe lines, pole lines, etc. (Sub-division 
IX), the rights of lot owners and the Company respectively in the 
Streets and Parks (Sub-division X), the charges for the use of the 
Sewer System (Sub-division XI), and the provisions in relation to Pri- 
vate Parks (Sub-division XIII), are made perpetual; as are also the 
provisions of Sub-divisions XIV, XVI and XVIII, in so far as they 
relate to the above. 

All other restrictions, conditions, charges and agreements contained 
in the Deed and Agreement will continue in force only until January i, 
1950, but may be extended for successive periods of twenty years from 
that date, provided the owners of two-thirds in area of the land unite in 
agreeing to such extension. The extension may be made as to either 
the city or county part of the Plat separately. 

Acceptance of Trusts, Company's Charges and Right to Assign. 

(See Sub-division XVIII.) 

The Company in accepting the trusts and agreeing to administer the 
general Maintenaiice and Private Park funds limits the amount it can 
charge for administration and overhead expenses to 15 per cent, of the 
amount of all expenditures ; in addition, the Company will be paid at 
current market prices for labor and materials furnished. 
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The Company has fixed the maximum amounts that can be collected 
for the Maintenance Fund (Sub-Division XII) and for the Private 
Park Funds (Sub-Division XIII) at figures which its own experience 
leads it to believe will cover the purposes for which the several funds 
are collected; the Company does not, however, guarantee the sufficiency 
of any of these Funds, its liability being limited to the payment of its 
proper share of the Funds respectively. 

The Company reserves the right to assign any of the rights, powers 
or estates given or reserved to it in the Deed and Agreement, and it is 
its expectation at the proper time, in co-operation with the property- 
owners, to organize an Association, to which it will assign many of 
these powers and duties. 

Property not Included in Guilford 

The tracts marked "Reservoir," "Howell Tract" and "Cathedral 
Lot" on the Company's show plats, as well as the property belonging to 
the Company lying south of University Parkway, are not included in 
GUILFORD and are not subject to the restrictions.
